Many players with Y's hand would 


pass and give as their reason that he 
holds three spades and should, there- 
fore, not deny his partner's spade bid. 
This reasoning is correct if your partner 
never bids a four-card suit; but, in 
these da.ys^ four-card suits are bid 
freely and often, and three small 
tru/nps are not average or proper sup- 
port fpr a four-card suit-bid. Such a 
suit-bid, to produce the best results, 
requires at least three (rumps to an 
honor or four or more small trumps. 
Y's proper bid, therefore, is two hearts. 


At spades, Y 7, could make only 


three odd, while at hearts they could 
easily score four odd, game and rubber.

Cows bred to these bulls 
are producing calve"s of excellent qual- 
ity, and steer calves have been sold at 
40 per cent more than calves from 
cows bred to scrub bulls. An organi- 
zation has been effected there by cat- 
tlemen to replace every 
scrub bull

Even when Father 
Catfish goes 


hungry while holding the:eggs in his 
mouth, it results in providing them 
with the precious oxygen. 


Parental care among fishes is no- 


ticeably exhibited in waters where the 
oxygen supply is scanty. 


Amphibians, such as salamanders, 


sometimes curl around the egg clus- 
ter. But it is probably not a protec- 
tive gesture. Merely the parent is 
supplying moisture. 


The amphibians seem to show con- 


siderable concern for their eggs, but 
renlly they are 
doing simply 
the 


double job of supplying both oxygen 
and moisture. 
„ 


Snakes are a higher order of life 


than either fish or amphibians, yet 
they haven't a bit of family affection. 
The reason is that their young need 
no care whatever, being virtually 
eauals of the old folks at birth. 


Next come the mammals, 
which 


seem at. times oven to grieve over loss 
,of their young. Young mamals must 
'live on their mother's milk, and Dr. 
Reed thinks this ^renter, parental care 
accounts for the higher family organ- 
ization exhibited. 
The seeming grief, 
of an animal 


mother deprived of her young may be 
due merely to the discomfort of her 
unrelieved milk .supply.

$60,000,000 Out of 


Circulation 


.WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—(UP)— 


Millions in old "size currency which 
was replaced more than a year ago 
by the new small size paper money 
will never be presented for redemp- 
tion, treasury officials have estimated. 


Various methods of determining the 


amount which will never come back 
place the aggregate gain to the gov- 
ernment at from ?10,000,000 to as must 
as ?70,000,000, In addition to amounts 
destroyed and lost,' the treasury be- 
lieves at least $60,000,000 has 
been 


hoarded. 
. 


Although new small sized currency 


began circulating 15 months ago, a 
total of $890,209,000 in old size money 
is still outstanding. If only one per 
cent ol this fails to return the treasury 
will save $8,902,090. 


Joseph S. McCoy, treasury actuary, 


believes that hoarding of paper mon- 
ey equals at least 50 cents per capita 
for the 122,000,000 persons in the United 
States, or a tota^of $61,000,000. 


Aggregate hoardings of paper mon- 


ey, silver currency and gold is placed 
by McCoy at more than $400,000,000. 
This money is hoarded by the estimat- 
ed. 8.000 misers -in this country, in 
children's banks, by foreigners who 
do not trust our banks, by those in 
isolated communities without banks, 
and by many who wish to keep a cer- 
tain amount of currency always on 
hand.
